DESIGNERS WERE OVERRULED 


? 


Director Taylor Says Names of Mem- 
bers of Commission Will Be 
Placed on Buildings. 


Cass Gilbert of New York, architect of 
Festival Hall and the Palace of Fine 
Arts at the World's Fair, has handed 
President Francis his resignation from the 
commission of architects and filed svit 
against the Exposition company in the 
United States Circuit Court for $47,113.% 
salary alleged to be due, as told in late 
editions of Wednesday's Post-Dispatch. 
Mr. Gilbert states that but $31,386 of $73,- 
500 due was paid him. 

Mr. Gilbert further states in his lictter 
to President Francis that the ‘‘meager 
sum’’ claimed was agreed on as his com- 
pensation on the consideration that he 
would receive further compensation in the 
form of publicity and credit for his work 


as the designer of certain buildings at the 
World's Fair. This, he counted, would add 
greatly to his reputation as an architect 
and be of great value to him. 

He now charges that Director of Works 
Taylor has ‘“‘sedulously concealed’ the 
nimes of the architects in all Worid’s Fai 
publications, so that the world at large 
cannot give credit to the proper mien. 
Further, he says that, according to their 
letter of appointment, the architects were 
to. have been consulted in regard to the 
grouping, color scheme and general’ ar- 
1angement of the World's Fair scheme, but 
that such confidence and privilege was not 
accorded them, as frequently their own <e- 
signs were altered without their knowl- 
edge or approval. 

President Francis stated that the gen- 
eral counsel of the Exposition was of the 
opinion that Mr. Gilbert had no legitimate 
basis for his claim, that he was paid an 
honorarium of $10,000 for the Fine Arts 
building, and that at his own request he 
was allowed to design Festival Hall, ihe 
compensation for the latter work to rcst 
entirely with the committee. 

Director Taylor disclaims any intention 
to ignore the architects, and states tiat 
their names are to be placed on the bu:ld- 
ings as soon as practicable. 

George C. Squires of New York, one of 
Mr. Gilbert's legal representatives, in re- 
ply to the statement that he had failed to 
eep appointments with President Franci® 
to discuss Mr. Gilbert's claims, said to- 
day: 

“As a matter of fact I was wnable to ob- 
tain any definite appointment with Presi- 


‘dent Francis. He told me to call at the 


exposition building at about 11 o'clock 
Tucsday morning. Owing to the bad condi- 
tion of the roads my carriage was delayed 
and I did not reach the building until 
11:15. 

“I was told by Judge Ferriss that Presi- 
dent Francis could not see me as I was late, 
but was requested to call the next day at 
ll o'clock. 

“Wednesda® morning I started early and 
reached the ministration building nearly 
a half hour before the time appointed and, 
after waiting for some word from Presi- 
dent Francis regarding the matter on which 
1 had called (Mr. Gilbert's claim), for more 
than two hours, 1 returned to the cy 
and instructed that the suit against the 
Exposition company be filed.

PEANUT BELT {S 
MOVING HORTHWARD 


Missouri Is Already Experimenting 
With Goober Plants, Which Are 
Becoming Hardier. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., April 28.—The increas- 
ing hardiness of the peanut plant is mak- 


ing its profitable cultivation possible in 
states where Indian corn is grown. From 


a plant indigenous to a warm climate, it ts 
being transformed into a hardy northern 
plant, and in a year it will probably be 
grown in many states where heretofore it 
has been considered impossible. 

It is believed by the faculty of the Mis- 


sour! Agricultural College that many coun- 
ties in this state are adapted to the cul- 


tivation of the peanut. The fact that many 
Missouri gardeners grow peanuts in small 


demonstration of the theory. 


In the botanical world the peanut occt- 
pies a unique position. Like a few other | 
cultivated plants it never has been found | 
wiid, and there are differing views as to 
its native country. Most authorities, how- 
eyer, agree that jit is a native of America, 
of clinging close to the soll, 
closing its leaves at sunset, or on the ap- 
proach of a storm, the beautiful appear- 
ance of a field of it when ful!) grown and 
the wartlike excreacences found upon the 
roots, are some notable characteristics. 

A warm, loose soil in which sand §pre- 
dominates is required for the peanut. The 
color of the soi) should be ray, with 
few or no traces of iron to stain or color 
the pods. Any land that will produce 
corn at the rate of five or ten bushels an 


acre will yield 75 to 80 
to the acre. ' bushels of peanuts 


The critical period in 
is the week after the seeds are planted, ; 
before the plant will hold its own, and 
while cold winds and rain may retard its 
rowth and cause the plant to turn vel- 
ow, it will start anew at the first spell 
of sunny weather and rapidly change to 
its normal green. A very Slight frost will 
destroy the germinating plant.

FOR WRISTS AND FINGERS.—Steady 
one end of the exerciser by slipping the 
feet through the handle, and, grasping the | 
other handle firmly, stretch the exerciser to 
its fullest extent, being careful to use the | 
wrist and finger muscles only. Repeat at 
least twenty times. Pianists will find this 
an admirable exerciser for strengthening 
the wrists and fingers.

JUMPED HEAD-FIRST IN MUD 


Finding of Coat Leads to Discovery of 
Corpse—Met Death in 18 
Inches of Water. 


Apparently for no other reason than he 
could not get along with his aunt, August 
Lutz committed suicide shortly before 
daylight Thursday morning by drowning 
himself In the lagoon in Hyde Park.

SISTER FOUND HER DYING 


When Mother Returned From Shop- 
ping Errand the Child Was 
Past Human Aid. 


Eva, the infant child of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Clark of 911 LeBaume street, was 
burned to death Thursday morning while 
her mother was absent. 

The baby was left in charge of her 10- 
year-old sister, Addie, when Mrs. Clark 
went downtown.

In the few minutes that she was gone, 
the baby reached to a nearby shelf upon 
which there was a box of matches, and ig- 
nited one. The others caught fire, and the 
blazing sticks fell upon the clothing of the 
baby. 

When Addie returned she found her lit- 
tle sister covered by flames. She ran to 
the baby’s rescue, but it was too late. 

Addie’s grief was pitiful. She seemed 
distracted when neighbors, running in 
answer to her screams, found her sitting 
on the floor, holding her dying sister in her 
arms. 

Mrs. Clark was summoned from down- 


town, but before she could reach the house 
the baby was dead.

Five Hundred Strong Young Women 
Now Handle Knife and Cleaver 
in New York. 


Specia] to the Post-Dispatch. . 

NEW YORK, April 2.—"Good | sirloin 
steak, about two pounds? Yes,‘ ma'am.” 
/ The butcher girl turned to a huge piece of 
beef-on the block in front of her, wielded 
the keen knife with a strong, firm stroke 
and separated a fine looking tl from 
the joint. She trimmed off the fat and 
threw the steak on the scales. 

“Two pounds and a quarter,” she said. 
“Forty-two cents, please. Pay at the cash- 
ler’s desk."’ 

There were 11 more butcher giris just 
like her in a market in West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth street. All of them wore 
black gowns with white aprons suspended 
from the shoulders and tied in a huge bow 
at the back. They were very muck like 
the costumes worn by waiter giris in res- 
taurants. The market was full of customers 
and the butcher girls worked swiftly and 
silently. There was no shouting of “Cash” 
and no.runhing to and Tro, as girls in de- 
partment stores sometimes do. Every 
butcher girl was expected to stick to her 
OWn particular block, 

The man who employs them has spent 
two years training them to do it. He be- 
gan with two giris, And found them such a 
success that he increased the number to 12, 
and persuaded butchers downtown on the 
East and West S‘des, and in Brooklyn, to 
follow his example. Incidentally he has 
Stirred up a hot fight with the |Amalga- 
mated Meat Cutters and Butcher Work- 
men. 

There are now about 500 butcher girls 
steadily employed in New York and Brook- 
lyn. They receive from ,.. w $10 a week, as 
compared with $12 and $15 a week paid to 
young men for the same work. 

W. C. Wellman, business agent of the 
Amalgamated Meatcutters,-who has an of- 
fice in First avenue, near Forty-sixth street. 
Says the butcher girls are pe egy the 
wage scale in the trade. He has begun 
steps to oust them. The meatcutters’ 
union is affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and can, Mr. Wellman 
Says, make matters warm for the butcher 
girls. Francis X. Butler, counsel for the 
meatcutters’ union, says that the organiza- 
tion concerns itself mainly with the af- 
fairs of men in slaughter houses, and that 
the butcher gir! question had no* been put 
up to him as a legai proposition yet. 

None of the girls in the Harlem shop or 
in shops on the east side would talk about 
the Lady Meatcutters and Salesladies' Pro- 
tective Association that they are getting 
up. They declare that.Mrs E. Julius, who 
is their organizer and corresponding sec- 
retary, had instructed them not to talk 
until the organization was-complete. They 
said that Mrs. Julius had no office. and 
they did not know where she lived. But 
she visited around at the various stores 
where butcher girls are employed. and re- 
ported that the new salesladies’ union was 
getting along swimmingly. Mr. Wellman 
said he knew that, although he did not 
know Mrs. Julius. But the butcher girls 
were getting so formidable he was going to 
make it his business to become acquainted 
with ther. ' 

“The butcher girls are organizing on the 
quiet,’ said Mr. Wellman. ‘‘They send out 
girls to invite other girls to their meetings. 
There is no disputing the fact that butcher 
giris are becoming popular in New York. 
At some of our local unions we have re- 
ceived complaints from men that their 
places were filled by women. They alleged 
that whenever a man was compelled to 
work overtime, or in any other way to con- 
flict with union rules, he was discharged 
and his place filled by a womau. We 
have investigated five stories in which 
women are employed, and find that the 
complaints of the men are just. The 
butcher girls are large and strong. They 
can lift and cut meats as well as a man. 
Employers have confessed to us that wom- 
en oe draw custom and build up 
trade."’ 


SCOUTS’ NEW EQUIPMENT IN 
KEEPING WITH DISCIPLINE. 


The Philippine Scouts will soon have 
guns in keepin with their soldierly 
qualities. Maj. W. Johnson has pre- 
vailed upon the war department. to 
equip his men with improved magazine 
guns to take the places of the Springfield 
rifles which they carry now. 

Visiting hours at the camp are to be from 
9 to 12 in the morning an 
the afternoon. 

*. A. Felder, executive commissioner for 
the Philippine exposition, has gone to the 
scouts’ camp several times without first 
writing himself a pass and every time he 
has had to go to the guard tent and make 
it clear that he was all right. 

The respect of the privates for their su- 
perior offieers is very pronounced. Maj. 
Johnson has to keep watch to prevent his 
orderlies from starving at their posts. Mess 
call has no effect on an orderly standing 
in front of the “commandante’s tent.’’ It 
is a case of ‘‘the boy stood on the burning 
deck" with him. He would stand there a 
week unless ordered to go and eat. 

Some of the scouts will go into St. Louls 
society Thursday night. The orchestra, 
composed of members of the band, have 
been invited to play for a dance and uin- 
ner. The orchestra is composed mostly of 
Visayans.

Hans Doxrud, Who Has Saved 
386 Persons.. 


36 years. Such is the record of Capt. Hans 
Didrik Doxrud of the American steamship 
Kroonland of the Red Star Hine. It is a 
record probably not surpassed by any other 
mariner or landsman. 

In appreciation of his services to human- 
ity King Oscar ll of Sweden and Nurway 
has conferred upon Capt. Doxrud the «rder 
of St. Olaf. Christopher Ravn, the consul 
for Sweden and Norway, notified Capt. 
Doxrud yesterday of the honor. 

Capt. Doxrud began his sea career when 
a boy and made his first rescue in 1867. 
In 13879 the vessel which he then com- 
manded tell in with a ship almost cap- 
sized, and her entire crew delirious from 
yellow jack. At a great risk the sufferers 
were *transferre <d to Capt. Doxrud’'s vessel 
and cared for. 

Two years later, while he commanded the 
Plover, he picked up six Norwegian fisher- 
men, benumbed by cold and exposure, The 
small craft had capsized. 

In 1886, while second officer of the steam- 
ship Belge:land, he commanded the boat's 
crew that went to the wreck of a@ ship in a 
mountainous sea and hauled the eight ship- 
wrecked Sailors to safety. 

In December, 1889, when first officer of 
the Pernland an old tramp steamer in dis- 
tress Was sigated. Captain Doxrud com- 
manded the boat that saved nine men. On 
the Nvordland tn 1892 he saved fourteen 
men. in 1896 he towed the Obdam, with a 
broken shaft, into Halifax, saving 118 pas- 
sengers and her crew of 100 

In 189%, when commanding 
land; he rescued in a ee hurricane five 
half-frozen men from. a frail boat” and 
picked up 17 of the crew of a schooner. 

Hie saved the schooner Ida Maude, the 
Quebec liner Pretoria, and the crew of the 
schooner Algeria.

ARRARGIVG PLANS FOR 
DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION 


Sub-Committee of the National Demo- 
cratic Commitee in Session at the 
Jefferson Hotel Thursday—Ticket 
Question to Be Settled. 


The sub-committee of the national Demo- 
cratic committee held its first meeting at 
the Jefferson Hotel, the committee head- 
quarters for the convention, at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 

The purpose of the meeting was to. hear 
reports from the local commuttee of ar- 
rangements, and attend to the final detadls 
for holding the convention in the Coliseum 
July 6. 

Immediately on the meeting of the com- 
mittee, it began to receive the report of 
John Schroers, chairman of the local com- 
mittee. ; 

The sub-committee will finally arrange 
the matter of the issue of tickets at this 
meeting. 

Norman E. Mack of New York, D. J. 
Campau of Michigan and J. G. Johnson of 
Kansas were the first of the sub-com- 
mittee to arrive for the meeting. In the 
course of a conversation with the Post-Dis- 
patch, Mr. Mack said: ‘at 

“I think there is no further doubt that 
Judge Parker will be the nominee of the 
convention for President. The boom for 
him has grown to great proportions in 
the East, and I think it is growing also 
ever the entire country. I expect him to 
get 75 per cent of all the delegates to the 
convention, and to be nominated on the 
first ballot.’ 

Of course,” continued Mr. Mack, ‘‘there 
will be a number of complimentary votes 
cast on the first ballot and it is possible 
Judge Parker may not win until the roll 
is called a second time 

“However, he will have enough pledges 
at the start to insure his nomination. 

“All of the eastern states, with the ex- 
ception of Rhode Island, are for Parker. 
Some doubt has been expressed as to Penn- 
syivania but I am sure he will also get the 
solid delegation from the state: 

“Perfect harmony prevaiis in the ranks 
of the New York Democracy. While it ts 
true Tammany opposed instructions for 
any candidate at the state convention, yet 
it is a fact that the organization’s minor- 
ity resolutions paid a glowing tribute to 
Judge Parker. What the majority resolu- 
tion did not say in compliment to Parker 
the minority did say, so that there is not 
the slightest question as to where New 
York stands. 

“Since coming west I find there is also 
a decided sentiment throughout . Missouri 
and lllinois for Judge Parker and we are 
certain he will capture the entire southern 
delegation. 

‘Parker is the man to llead the Demo- 
cratic hosts to victory this year. He is not 
only a great jurist, but he is a practical 
man. 

“At the proper time he will declare him- 
self on the great issues of the day.” 

Mr. Campau said: 

‘*‘Michfgan will, I think, instruct for 
Judge Parker, and I expect to see him nom- 
inated. Our convention will not be held 
until June. 

‘Parker and Hearst are the only names 
mentioned in my state, byt I think Judge 
Parker will secure the instructions. There 
is & very pronounced sentiment for h'‘m. 

By the way, how is Mr. Folk running 
now? I, with other Democrats all over the 
country, am very much interested in. his 
candidacy.’ 

When told that the Post-Dispatch poll, 
made four weeks ago, and showing a de- 
cided majority for Mr. Folk, had been 
fully verified by the primaries and con- 
ventions held since then, Mr. Campau 
expressed gratification. The subject of 
the gossip connecting Mr. Folk’s name 
with the presidential nomination was 
brought up. 

“We can't tell about that, of course,’ 
said Mr. Campau, “but I do not think Mr. 
Folk would want that nomination.” 

“Im the event of a deadlock, and if a 
compromise should become necessary, I 
think Mr. Folk might stand the best 
chance of being elected. 

“But I do not anticinate a deadlock. 
The convention of 1904 will be very con- 
servative and dignified. It will not tum- 
hie ee over alt into any band 
wagon; ere w _ no stampede. 

Mr. Johnson said: — 

“Sixteen of the 20 delegates from Kansas 
will be instructed for Mr. Hearst. Kansas. 
sowever, will support the nominee. if 
Parker should be that man, he will get the 
loval support of the parry. We are in favor 
of a get-together policy, and the party 
throughout the country will have no cause 
for complaint against Kansas after. the can- 
didate has been named.’
